Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the

2. The rate of monthly pass for local personal traffic is Rs. 190,00 (Rupees One 
Hundred Ninty only) for the year 2011-12 which is subject to revision every 
year as per the provisions of the National Highways Fee (Determination of 
Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008.

4. Fee for commercial vehicle (excluding vehicles plying under National permit) 
registered in the district where the fee plaza falls shall be 50% of the 
prescribed rate for that category of vehicle provided no service road or 
alternative roacfis available for use of such commercial vehicles. 

5. Mechanical vehicles which is loaded in excess of permissible load specified 
for its category under the rules, shall be liable to pay fee at such rates which 
is applicable for the next higher category of the vehicles and shall not be 
entitled to make use of the highway section unless the excess load has been 
removed from such mechanical vehicle. 

6. All definitions including category of mechanical vehicles, its permissible 
load, category of exempted vehicles, service road, alternative road etc. shall 
be as per definitions specified in the rules. 

7. The fee rates shall be displayed for information of the users in accordance 
with rules 12 of the said rules. 

8. The fee rates shall be revised annually in accordance with the rule 5 of the 
said rules provided that no revision shall be effected within six months. 

9. The estimated capital cost of the project is Rupees 326 crores. The 
Authority shall maintain a record of the recovery of capital cost through user 
fee realised and after recovery of the capital cost, the fee leviable shall be

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reduced to 40% of the rates and shall be revised annually in accordance 
with the said rules. 

10. The rate of fee for the use of a section of a national highway consisting of 
bypass or tunnel constructed on or after 11th September, 1956 but be ore 
5th December, 2008, through public funded project or build, operate and 
transfer (annuity) project, shall be the same, as provided in sub-rule (2) and 
(3) for the Section of a national highway, and, shall be revised in accordance 

with the provisions of rule 5. 

Prqvidcd that notwithstanding whether the Section of the national Highway 
or the bridge has been taken for further lane upgradation or not, the 
increase in the rate of fee for use of a Section of such national highway, 
permanent bridge, bypass or tunnel constructed through any public funded 
• project or any build, operate and transfer (annuity) project constructed 
before the commencement of the said rules, shall not be increased after the 
commencement of the National Highways Fee (Determination of Rates and 
Collection) Second Amendment, Rules, 2011 by more than twenty-five per 
cent of the rates of fee applicable immediately before such commencement 
and further annual increase shall in no case be more than^ twenty-five per 
cent of the rate applicable in the immediately preceding year.”
